At 3 pem.e 16th inst, a meeting was held by the Fokienese 
community in their guild on FPoochow Road for the purpose af 
devising ways and means to induce the military authorities 
to abandon their intention of sending northern troops to 
Pokien, such action being calculated to disturb the peace 
of that provincee There gere about 100 persons presont, 
and one Wong Foh Sung = 1% 4 acted as chairman. After a 
aiscussion lasting an hour and a half it was dedided to 
sena telegrams to Liu Kwan Yung, Nawal Minister, to the 
Poochow Military and Givil Governors, to the Foochow Ghamber 
of Gommerce, pointing out tho danger to which the presence 
of strange troops would oxpose the province and exhorting 
thesc pcople to use their influence with the Gentral 
Government and thus prewent the despatch of northern troops. 
ame At 11 a.m. 16th inst, the Gity Magistrate entertained 
some forty. mombers of the local gentry to tea in his yamen, 
< and announced that he and General Yanr had dccided to avwoid 

fighting in the neighbourhood of Shanghai. He and General 
- Yang would accept full responsibility for the adequate 
protection of the people.e He also stated_ that were it not 
for the good offices of Yu Yah Ghing (3 (= @f4in oxhorting 
him to abandon his evil intention, an Gni Mei would have 
burned and looted the Ghinese City. 

Having recoived information tha’, the rebels are trying 
to convene a National Assembly at Noe 203 Awenue Joffre in 
Prenchtown, the Gentral Government has sent a high official 
mamed Zee Sz Yoong 4%, Fe, to Shanghai to try to prewent this. 
It is said that he is conferring with Wu Bing Fang and Pang 
Shao Yi. 

It is reported that the situation in Soochow is critical . 

Four soldiers alleged to have cor-i1cction with the rebels 
were shpt at the Arsenal yesterday mo::.1ing. 

Pive hundred troops arrived at Woosung by train at 6 
&eme 17th inst. These men came from the North, and it is 
said that more will follow. 

Xt is roported that isolated cases of petty looting 
by the troops contimis at Woosung. 
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
